Tourism Promotion 


By Irene Petty john 

Ten Crawford County hotel, 
motel, and cabin owners, repre- 
senting 328 rooms, voted to begin 
collecting a two percent room tax 
from their overnight lodgers be- 
ginning March Ist. 

Chris Holtz, officer manager for 
the Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, said that the proposed 
assessment passed 297 to 26. Only 
those lodging facilities with 10 or 
more rooms were eligible to vote, 
and approximately 80 percent of 
eligible facilities participated in 
the vote. Each owner had one vote 
for each room in the owners 
facility. All lodging factlities with 
10 or more rooms in the county 
must now collect the room tax. 

Public Act 59, the community 
convention or tourism marketing 
act, approved April 12, 1984, allows 
communities to collect a room 
assessment for the purpose of pro- 
moting their community to outside 
areas thus making themselves 
more competitive in the tourist in- 
dustry. 

To qualify under Public Act 59, 
communities are required to form 
a non-profit corporation which 
exists to promote convention busi- 
ness or tourism with the state, and 
submit a marketing program to the

Brian Kernstock put on an over- 
powering display of strength and 
technique Friday and Saturday en- 
route to winning the class C state 
championship at 188 pounds. 

‘He wrestled with great techni- 
que and was so dominating he 
breezed through the state finals,’’ 
said Grayling High School wres- 
tling coach Don Ferguson.

He just crunched them.” 

Kernstock was so pumped for the 
finals one of his teammates told 
Kernstock ‘‘You scared me and I 
was in the stands.’’ 

Kernstock rolled through the 
state finals with 4 wins pushing his 
season record to 50-1, the best rec- 
ord ever at GHS. His 44 pins during 
the season also set a GHS record. 

His only loss of the year came 
from penalty points and Kernstock 
had a rematch with that wrestler in 
the 2nd round of the state finals. He 
erased that blotch on his record in 
style. Kernstock was ahead 14-0 be- 
fore he pinned his opponent. 

In the championship final, Kern- 
stock built a huge lead 14-2 and with 
only two minutes to go, Ferguson 
had to caution him just to take it 
easy and play it safe instead of 
going for a pin. 

‘“Fiveryone at the finals was talk- 
ing about how overpowering Kern- 
stock was,’' said Ferguson. 

Kernstock trimmed down from 
205 pounds to wrestle at 188 pounds 
and he never had any problem 


Michigan Department of Com- 
merce and have that program ap- 
proved. Once the marketing pro- 
gram is approved by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce a vote is taken 
of eligible lodging facility owners. 
If the vote is affirmative to collect 
the room tax, collection of the tax 
can begin on the first day of the 
month which is more than 30 days 
after certification of the affirma- 
tive vote. 

Holtz said that Crawford County 
complied with these requirements 
by organizing the Grayling Area 
Visitors’ Council, comprised of 
owners of participating lodging 
facilities, and dues paying non- 
voting associate members. She 
said that the Visitors’ Council will 
soon be electing a Board of Direc- 
tors consisting of nine persons: six 
rnembers, two associate members, 
and a paid director who has voting 
privileges. The Board of Directors 
will be responsible to decide how 
the estimated $75,000 annual 
assessment revenues are spent to 
promote Crawford County's tourist 
industry. 

The Grayling Regional Chamber 
of Commerce will be employed by 
the Visitors’ Council to administer 
their promotional programs. This

Blanchard has asked the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) 
and the Department of Military Af- 
fairs (DMA) to respond to the 
CGMAC report by March Ist. His 
public statement will follow his re- 
view of the DNR and DMA reports. 

In his State of the State Address, 
Governor Blanchard commented 
on the Camp Grayling Manage- 
ment Advisory Committee’s report 
by saying: 

“T will direct the Department of 
Military Affairs to implement the 
key recommendations of a citizens’ 
panel I appointed last year to in- 
vestigate conflicts between recrea- 
tional and residential use of the 
Camp Grayling area and National 
Guard training activities. The 
pane] developed useful proposals to 
preserve Guard presence in Michi- 
gan while assuring the public’s en- 
joyment of the outstanding natural 
resources of the area.” 

Major General Vernon J. An- 
drews, the Adjutant General of 
Michigan and Director of the 
Department of Military Affairs, 
has agreed to the immediate im- 
plementation of several of the 
CGMAC recommendations, and 
future implementation of others. 


Recommendations to be im- 
plemented immediately include: 

— limiting artillery firing to sun- 
rise through three hours after sun- 
set, and ceasing all firing from 4:00 
p.m. Friday through sunrise on 
Tuesday on the weekends of 
Memorial Day, Fourth of July, 
Labor Day, and the opening week- 
end of trout season (the last Satur- 
day in April). Exception to these 
rules will be made by the Camp 
Commander only with justification 
of need and lack of viable alter- 
natives. 

— Jet aircraft using Camp Gray- 
ling’s air-to-ground range will also 
observe the artillery firing sched- 
ule. Camp Grayling will also re- 
strict the dropping of live 500-pound 
bombs on the range to only 12 days 
per year. 

The military is also developing a 
training agreement which com- 
manders of visiting training units 
will be requirede to sign, and then 
adhere to the provisions listed in 
the agreement. 

Additional recommendations 
may be implemented by direction 
of Governor Blanchard when he 
concludes his review of all perti- 
nent information.

How Can Medicare 
Best Serve People? 


Few pieces of legis- 
lation enacted in Wash- 
ington in recent years 
have caused as much 
controversy as the 
Medicare Catastrophic 
Care Act of 1088. 
‘Senior citizen reaction 
to the reforms is ap- 
pearing as a ground- 
swell of protest all 
across America. Why? 

On the surface, it 
would appear that re- 
forms in the program 
which offer relief to 
seniors in the event of 
a catastrophic iliness 
would be welcomed 
with open arms. This is 
not the case because of 
the way that the pro- 
gram is to be financed. 
The new Jaw, now in ef- 
fect, will benefit less 
than seven percent of 
all Medicare recipients 
in 1988 and beyond, by 
government estimates. 
Yet, all senior citizens 
who pay $150.00 or 
more in federal income 
taxes are going to pay 
for the program in the 
form of a surcharge on 
their taxes, roughly 
15% up to a maximum 
of $800 for a single and 
$1,600 per coupie. 

The surcharge will 
increase through the 
year 1993 to a maxi- 
mum of 28%. Further, 
all subscribers to Part 
B of Medicare will be 
charged an additional 


What are the bene- 
fits of the bill? The 
most obvious is the 
fact that, effective, 
January 1, 1989, Medi- 
care will provide up to 
365 days of hospital 
care each year after a 
one-time deductible of 
$560. The present limit 
for a hospital stay un- 
der Medicare benefits 
is 150 days. The house 
Ways and Means com- 
mittee itself estimates 
that no more than one 
and one-half percent of 
all Medicare recipients 
will spend more than 
150 days in a hospital in 
a given year. The new 
program also offers a 
cap on what seniors 
will pay for prescrip- 
tion drugs which will 
be phased in beginning 
in 1990. Experts pre- 
dict that this new bene- 
fit will assist no more 
than 17% of Medicare 
enrollees. 

It should be obvious 
that this reform is not 
going to benefit, or 
please, very many 
senior taxpayers. 
Groups and individuals 
in virtually every state 
have begun petition 
drives to have the 
legislation repealed or 
revised. They have 
gathered hundreds of 
thousands of § signa- 
tures to this end. The 
Medicare program, it 
would seem, is here to

Remember just a few years ago 
when property assessments were 
increasing each year by 8, 12, even 
27 percent? People were complain- 
ing about property taxes more than 
the weather. 

Then after a decade of large 
property assessment increases, an 
increase of 2 or 3 percent a year 
brought a sigh of relief. 

Well, the weather’s been lousy 
and car insurance rates rose by 8 
percent nationwide in 1988. In 
Michigan, however, motorists were 
fortunate to have rates increase by 
only 1.71 percent. According to the 
Michigan Association of Insurance 
Companies (MAIC), car insurance 
rates increased in Michigan by 2.83 
percent in 1987, 13.39 percent in 
1986, 15.34 percent in 1985, 7.44 per- 
cent in 1984, and 7.07 percent in 
1983. 

Michigan motorists drove more 
in 1988 but the number of insurance 


claims didn’t increase significant- 


ly. MAIC President Terry Buckles 
said the modest rate increases in 
1988 were due mostly to lawsuits 
and the rising cost of health care 
and auto repair. 

A MAIC news release says a 
recent study shows it would cost 
more than $40,300 to buy all the 
parts necessary to rebuild a 1988 
car which had a sticker price of 
$12,500. The $40,300 reflects only 
the cost of the replacement parts — 
not the labor to assemble them. 

In 1983 it cost an average of $949 a 
claim to repair vehicle damage 
from a collision. In 1988 it cost an 
average of $1,356 a claim to repatr 
vehicle damage from a collision.

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THE HUGE CONGRESSIONAL 
pay raise has been shot down in 
flames — a credit to the concern of 
taxpayers who made their wishes 
known. Congress was caught in a 
bind, and had no alternative but to 
say ‘‘no.’’ The pressure was too 
great. 

Also caught in a bind are admin- 
istrative officials and federal 
judges, whose pay levels were tied 
in with the congressional pay pack- 
age. Most of the anti-raise fire was 
aimed at Congress, not at the 


bureaucracy or the courts; but 
raises were denied there, too. 
Meanwhile, in Michigan, pay 


hikes for executive leaders, judges 
and lawmakers have gone into ef- 
fect. Hardly a whimper was heard 
from Michigan taxpayers, lJargely 
because the Michigan pay raise 
was drowned out by public outrage 
at the size of the federal proposals. 

In a way, the Michigan pay hikes 
sneaked in through the back door. 

* * * 

HOW MUCH IS enough to pay for 
public service? 

Are members of Congress worth 
the $89,500 salary they now receive, 
or should they be paid the $135,000 
proposed? 

Are Michigan legislators worth 
their new salary of $42,670, with 
another raise automatic in 1990 to 
$45,450? That makes Michigan law- 
makers the third highest paid state 
legislators in the country, trailing 
only those in New York and Penn- 
sylvania. Is that right? 

The governor's new pay is now 
$103,580. Is that enough? He’s not 
the top-paid state official; some 
medical, psychiatric and other pro- 
fessional personnel are paid more. 
So are most university heads, and 
some university personnel. Even 
the mayor of Detroit gets more. 
Should the governor be No. 1 in the 
state? 

Peter Fletcher, chairman of the 
State Officers Compensation Com- 
mission, which drew up the new 
state wage scale, said he thought 
the governor's job was worth 
$500,000 a year, but ‘‘from a realis- 
tic standpoint, no governor’s going 
to be paid that.” 

Lloyd Cutler, who headed the 
federal panel which drew up the 
huge federal pay raise program, 
claimed that ‘‘even .200 hitting util- 
ity infielders are paid more than 
federal] judges or congressmen or a 
deputy secretary of state.”’ That's 
true. In fact, shortstop Dick Schol- 
field, who hit .239 for the California 
Angels last year, signed a three 
year contract for $3.29 million. Mr. 
Cutler has a point. 

* * * 

TWO ARGUMENTS are always 
advanced in defense of public pay 
raises. One ts that pay should keep 
pace with inflation, and another is 
that to attract and keep able peo- 
ple, governments must pay top 
wages. 

For example, 8.0.C.C, member 
Bart LaBelle of Mt. Pleasant, de- 
fending the Michigan pay package, 


said: ‘I beHeve in paying well. 


That’s my general philosophy in 
business, and it applies to govern- 
ment. If you pay peanuts, you get 
monkeys.”’ 

One problem in government, 
however, is that even if you pay 
considerably more than peanuts, 
you atill get quite a few monkeys 
anyway.

when was pay ever right? Was it in 
1788, when Congress was paid $6 a 
day in session? Or in the early 
1950s, when Michigan was still on a 
per-diem basis for our legislators? 

The ‘able people’’ argument 
makes a different assumption — 
that present pay levels are main- 
taining sub-standard incumbents, 
and that more money will attract 
better people. 

Neither is necessarily true. Pub- 
lic jobs certainly don’t go begging. 
Congressional incumbents are re- 
elected 98 percent or more of the 
time, and the Michigan legislative 
turnover is also very low. 

According to Washington colum- 
nist Mona Charen, fewer than 3 
percent of congressmen quit before 
retirement; and for all but two of 
this year’s 33 freshmen congress- 
men, the new job in Washington 
means ‘an enormous leap” in in- 
come compared with what they 
earned before the election. 

And despite the truth that federal 
judges now are paid less than many 
attorneys appearing before them, 
retirement before senility is also 
rare. Of 799 federal district judges 
and 234 federal appeals judges, all 
earning below $100,000 a year, only 
57 resigned from the bench from 
1974 through 1988. That’s less than 1 
percent a year, which is not a dis- 
graceful turnover rate.

see resource protec- 


tion in those citations 
issued for fishing vio- 
lations. Monies 
generated by snowmo- 
bile/ORV registration 
requirements are used 
to fund trail develop- 
ment and main- 
tenance, safety pro- 
grams and the like. 
Registration numbers 
on a snowmobile serve 
the same function as a 
license plate on a car, 
and people don't fail to 
put license plates on 
their car for several 
weeks or months be- 
cause they ‘‘didn't 
have time”’ or because 
they ‘‘look ugily’’. As 
for those tickets issued 
for unlawful operation, 
there are very few 
things more dangerous 
than a snowmobile/ 
ORV on a busy road. 
There ig no excuse and 
no apology. 

As for complaints of 
harassment of those 
people attending Tip- 
Up Town, I know of no 
deaths directly attri- 
buted to this years 
event. They will be 
back next year to enjoy 
the festivities, which is 
the most important re- 
sult of the stepped up 
enforcement effort.
